CULTURE 

They  will  stand  more  neglect  than  any  flower  we  know.  They 
delight  in  hot  sunshine  and  well  drained  soil.  They  should  not 
be  planted  in  wet  places,  as  this  will  cause  decay  of  the 
rhizomes.  During  spring  and  their  blooming  season  they  are 
very  appreciative  of  water,  but  after  their  blooming  season, 
during  the  resting  period,  they  should  have  a good  drying  out. 
They  may  be  planted  in  early  spring,  but  August  and  Septem- 
ber, their  dormant  season,  is  recommended  as  the  better  time.

Japanese  Iris 


THE  Japanese  Iris  plants  are  of  slender  build, 
the  foliage  narrower  than  that  of  the  Bearded, 
and  of  deeper  green.  The  great  flowers  of 
strange  and  striking  beauty  are  held  erect  upon 
slender  very  strong  stems  three  feet  and  over  in 
height.  The  flowers  are  sometimes  self-colored,  but 
more  often  have  two  shades  combined,  with  a golden 
blotch.  The  single  varieties  have  three  large  spread- 
ing petals,  the  double  varieties  six. 

'Culture — They  will  grow  and  thrive  in  any  good 
mellow  soil,  well  enriched,  and  well  worked.  They 
like  plenty  of  moisture  in  summer,  although  it  is 
not  absolutely  necessary,  but  water  standing  on  them 
in  winter  will  kill  them.  We  recommend  spring 
planting  only  for  these  Irises.  If  they  must  be 
planted  in  autumn,  do  it  as  early  as  possible,  firm 
the  ground  well,  and  cover  with  straw  or  litter.
